“Crefit for this largest peace-time 


relief operation in the history of the 
nation must go to the American peo- 
ple who contributed a Red Cross re- 
lief fund of more than $25,000,000,” 
Admiral Grayson said. 


During the year the Red Cross 


gave aid to the victims of 105 other 
disasters in 86 states, Alaska and 
the District of Columbia. The Red 
Cross financed the majority of these 
relief operations from money con- 
tributed through memberships dur- 
ing the annual Roll Call last Novem- 
ber, since it is only in case of large- 
scale disasters that a national drive 
for rellef funds is made, 


This year the Roll Call is from 


November 11th to the 25th. The Red 
Cross seeks a greater membership 
to meet its disaster relief and other 
service obligations during 1938. 


Last year Red Cross Chapters 


Red Cross Replaces 
Farm Family Losses 


The Red Cross gave agricul- 
tural rehabilitation to 10,116 
farm families following the se- 
vere eastern floods of last win- 
ter. Types of aid included feed, 
seed, livestock, farm tools and 
machinery and other items es- 
sential to agricultural produc- 
tivity. More than $599,000 was ex- 
pended by the organization to 
meet these requirements. 

In addition to occupational as- 
sistance, rural families hard hit 
by the flood waters were rescued, 
clothed, fed and sheltered by the 
Red Cross. Where it was neces- 
sary the Red Cross repaired and 
rebuilt out-buildings, barns and 
other structures. Medical and 
nursing care were provided and 
homes refurnished. 

Red Cross agricultural reha- 
Dilitation benefited nearly three 
times as many families as re- 
ceived all other types of Red 
Cross occupational rehabilitation 
combined,

EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


Alabama Power Pays Large Tax 
Sum Into State Educational 
Trust Fund 


Swelling the special educational 
trust fund of Alabama by $349,- 
110.98 was the check delivered 
today by Tamar Aldridge, treas- 
urer of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany, in payment of the hydro- 
electric kilowatt hour tax. The 
entire amount of this check will 
be devoted to educational pur- 
poses. Of Alabama's 67 counties, 
39 will receive over $5,000 each 
for high schools and elementary 
schools, 


The payment today is only 
part of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany's taxes for 1937. 
taxes for 1937 are estimated at 
over $2,750,000 by Thomas W. 
Martin, president, who comment- 
ing on the company's tax bill, 
said: 


“There is a vast difference 
between the millions of dol- 
lars in taxes we will pay this 
year and the few thousands— 
$55,615.64 to be exact—paid 
by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, whose untaxed phys- 
ical property in Alabama cost 
as much or more than ours, 
Should the TVA be successful 
in its apparent effort to de- 
stroy the power companies, 
the millions in taxes now paid 
by Alabama Power Company 
must be made up from some 
other source. Not only the 
state, but counties, municipali- 
ties and the United States gov- 
ernment are beneficiaries of 
taxes paid by the company. 

“In addition to the loss of 
the taxes now collected from 
Alabama Power Company, the 
state, and some counties and 
municipalities, will suffer a loss 
in tax collections because 
thousands of acres of rich 
agricultural lands and other 
properties are being acquired 
by TVA; most of it will be 
flooded; all of it will be re- 
moved from the tax rolls. Al- 
ready several counties in 
North Alabama are feeling the 
tax pinch of the TVA: where 
real estate assessments have 
been ‘hiked’ to offset the loss 
in the amount of taxable prop- 
erty; because TVA is a gov- 
ernmental agency and its 
properties are non-taxal'e, 
Thus, as its area of activitics 
enlarges and it takes over more 
and more privately owned 
property, the remaining tax 
payers in other parts of the 
state will be burdened with 
additional taxes to make up 
the difference, 


“In addition to tax losses 
there is an estimated loss to 
the general economy of the 
state of 1234 million dollars 
in farm income because of the 
flooding by TVA of some of 
the richest agricultural lands 
in Alabama, 


“When all of this is con- 
sidered, perhaps the people of 
our state will feel they are 
paying an_ extraordinarily 
high price for a slight, sub- 
sidized saving in retail electric 
rates,”
